The Knee Diaries: $} is a 60-year-old male with the chief complaint of knee pain who visited

he Katie Button story 

isa life lesson in fol- 

lowing your bliss. 

It goes like this: 

Cornell graduate in 

chemical engineer- 

ing moves to Paris to earn a master’s 

degree in biomedical engineering 

Then, as she’s gearing up for a neu- 

roscience Ph.D. program, she has an 

epiphany. “Itwas while reflecting back 

on my time in Paris that I realized 

that my true passion was in cooking.” 

says Button. She quit academia and 

never looked back. So long lab coat, 
hello chef’s coat. 

Button threw herself into the 

kitchen with the same intensity that 

characterized her academic schol-

arship. She cooked in kitchens run 
by José Andrés and Jean-Georges 
Vongerichten. She worked in Spain at 
Ferran Adria’s famed ElBulli, widely 
regarded as the best restaurant in the 
world at the time. (It closed in 2011.) 
Landing in Adria’s kitchen wasn’t an 
easy task. Button even spent aseason 
working in the front of the house— 
the first American to ever do so. 
“rom the day I stepped foot in that 
restaurant, I made it clear that I was 
trying to prove myself so that I could 
come back the following year to work 
in the kitchen?’ Button says and did 
just that, soaking up everything she 
could from E1Bulli’s team. “The 
precise and organized you are, the 
less mistakes are likely to happen— 
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and the best restaurant in the 
world can’t afford mistakes,” she 
says. “That level of organization is 
something I'm always striving for 
in my restaurants.” 

Button was raised in New 
Jersey, but her roots trail back 
to South Carolina, and she’s 
Southern girl at heart. When the 
opportunity to open her own place 
arose, she picked Asheville, North 
carolina, “It’s a beautiful town in 
the Blue Ridge Mountains? Button 
says. “There are great outdoor ac- 
ivities, butit also hasa wonderful, 

vibrant downtown full of music, 

art, great beer and food.” It’s also 

home to fantastic farmers markets 
5 and world-class ingredients, which 
is what the food at Button’s restau- 
rant Cérate—a bright, energetic 
Spanish tapas bar that opened in 
2o11—is all about.

ern American fare in a moody and 
romantic setting, also feeds off the 
local farms and food producers. “The 
[menus are] very product-focused,” 
Button says.“I spend allot of time and 
effort sourcing the best ingredients. 
Both of my restaurants serve small 
plates because I love cooking that 
way. It allows me to hyperfocus on 
the ingredient at hand.” 
Small plates are about all the two 
have in common. Citrate’s 20-foot bar 
serves as the restaurant's focal point, 
with an open kitchen directly behind 
that provides a view of the cooks 
rapidly firing hundreds of dishes all 
night long. Order classics such as Ibe- 
rian dry-cured ham, fried marcona 
almonds or berenjenas la taberna— 
fried eggplant drizzled with wild 
mountain honey and garnished with 
rosemary. The menu's shining star 
is the pulpo a la Gallega, perfectly 
tender Spanish octopus served with 
olive oil, sea salt, smoky pimenton 
anda Yukon Gold potato purée, 
Around the corner from Cirate 
is Nightbell, housed in a large brick 
building with a first-floor reception 
area. Head upstairs and you'll find a 
variety of dining options: couches in 
the comfy jewel-toned lounge, a seat 
at the long communal table or several 
private, romantic tables. Start with 
the steak tartare made with hand-cut 











Brasstown beef strip loin and topped 
with smoked horseradish cream. 
From the “small plates” section of 
the menu, try the shaved asparagus 
salad with peas, carrots, radishes, 
pea shoots and petite lettuces or 
the braised veal cheeks, which are 
cooked sous vide for 48 hours and 
served with a red wine bone marrow 
sauce, a smoked Yukon Gold potato 
purée anda hint of white truffle but- 
ter. Button hopes diners save room 
for pastry chef Carmen Vaquera’s 
impeccable desserts, such as the 
warm molten-center peanut butter 
cake that comes with chocolate sauce 
and a mandarin sorbet. 

Button’s current life is about as 
far removed as possible from the 
neuroscientist’s path she had been 
on for so long, but she wouldn’t have 
it any other way. “I come from a long 
line of wonderful women cooks,” she 
says. “My mother was the first one 
to take it on asa career, running her 
own catering business. It was with 
her that I found my love of food and 
cooking. It just took me a little while 
to figure out that I wouldn't be happy 
doing anything else professionally.”

ike hunting for sunk- 
en treasure, truffle 
farming has a way 
of derailing best-laid 
plans, causing other- 
wise sane adults to 
put everything aside in the name of 
conjuring magic from black dirt. You 
can’t blame them for trying. Afterall, 
truffles complex umami has beguiled 
chefs and eaters for centuries. The 
ancient Greeks believed the elusive 
fungus grew at the exact point whe 
Zeus’ thunderbolts struck the Earth 
(in reality, they grow on tree roots). 
White and black truffles—the two 
most sought-after and expensive vari-

eties—were hugely popular in 19th-century 
Europe and once prompted Italian com- 
poser Rossini to declare, “I have wept three 
times in my life: Once when my first opera 
failed, once again the first time I heard Paga- 
nini play the violin and once when a truffled 
turkey fell overboard at a boating picnic.” 

Al Blakers never cried for a truffle, but 
he understands bestlaid plans. Thirty-some 
years ago, Blakers left the Royal Australian 
Air Force for the civilian job market. He 
eyed Hong Kong’s commercial aircraft sec- 
tor, but decided to first drop by the family 
farm in Manjimup, a small town in Western 
Australia. He planned to help run his dad’s 
tree nursery for a year, then head to China, 
Today Blakers is still in Manjimup, oversee- 
ing a black truffle plantation whose crop is 
prized by chefs such as Heston Blumenthal 
and Alain Ducasse—both of whom have 
said that Aussie truffles rival their French 
counterparts. 

Wally Edwards was similarly consumed 
by Tuber melanosporum. He was enjoy- 

















ing retirement from Australia’s 
cricket team, where he had been a batsman, 
when he and his pal Nick Malajezuk, a for- 
‘mer government fungal scientist, hatched 
a scheme to cultivate the same winter 
truffle grown in France. The pair founded 
Oak Valley Truffles on 350 acres outside of 
Manjimup. Oak Valley, Blakers’ Manjimup 
ruffles and another Western Australia 
outfit called Truffle & Wine Co. have helped 
the country emerge asa major exporter of 




















the perennially trendy ingre 

According to the Australian Truffle 
Growers Association, approximately 200 
Aussie growers combined to produce eight 
tons of black truffles in 2014, with more 
than 75 percent of that yield coming from 
Western Australia. Today, Oz is the world’s 
fourth-largest producer after France, Spain 
and Italy,and though its truffle industry is 
valued at just $10.3 million, it’s growing by 
20 percent each year. Some believe it could 
eventually overtake the European market. 

So how did one of the most isolated na- 
tions on earth muscle its way into an indus- 
ry that was the providence of France and 
Italy for hundreds of years? Blakers says it's 
a combination of terroir and climate. “We 
have a very unique, cool, Mediterranean- 
type climate,” he says, “with high rainfall 
and rich, loamy soils” Throw in well-man- 
aged irrigation and you get ideal conditions 
for growing black truffles. Other factors 
aiding in the fungi’s success down under 
include falling production in Europe (blame 
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climate change) and increased global de- 
mand, especially in the United States and 
other spots in the Northern Hemisphere, 
where chefs can now experiment with 
black truffles during the summer thanks 
to the fact that Australia’s growing season 
is the opposite of Europe's. 

iffle cultivation first came to Ocea- 
nia in1988, when New Zealand farmer Alan 
Hall planted 400 oak and hazel trees that 
had been inoculated with non-native Péri- 
gord truffle spores—the same ones used to 
cultivate winter black truffles in France. 
Five years later, Hall unearthed the first 
black truffle grown in the Southern Hemi- 
sphere and kicked off a mini gold rush in 
the process, with truffle farms popping up 
in Tasmania and Australia. 

Blakers got the idea to grow truffles 
afier working with scientists to inoculate 
seedlings with black truffle spores to ac- 
celerate tree growth at his father’s nursery 
(trees and fungi have an inherently symbi- 
otic relationship). He began planting thou- 











sands of inoculated oak and hazel trees in 
1997 and then sat back and waited—it can 
take a tree five years to produce a single 
truffleand up to 12 to reach full production. 
In 2004, Blakers harvested his first crop, 
around 2.5 pounds. His production quadru- 
pled each year for the next four years, and 
he expects this season's harvest to yield 1.5 
tons. Blakers will sell his top-grade truffles 
for $800 to $1,000 per pound wholesale— 
roughly what black truffles from Europe 
fetch these days. “Truffles is not a get rich 
quick scheme,’ he cautions. “It needs dedi- 
cated, patient people to succeed” 

Oak Valley Truffles this year will har- 
vest more than 1,000 pounds from 38,000 
trees. “Not every tree produces truffles,” 
says the farm’s Edwards, “They are a 
mysterious product.” Six years ago, in an 
effort to better penetrate the U.S. market, 
Edwards mailed a sample of his product 
to truffle importer Vincent Jeanseaume, 
“Lwas not expecting anything good,” says 
Jeanseaume, VP of sales for Sabatino 














North America in Connecticut. “We get 
samples from [producers] all over the 
world who are trying to export what they 
think are good truffles.” To his surprise, 
the sample tasted nearly identical to the 
winter black truffles found in France. 

‘This year, Jeanseaume will import a 
large percentage of Oak Valley’s harvest 
to the United States, where many of his 
buyers are Las Vegas outposts of expense- 
account magnets such as Le Cirque, Spago, 
Nobu and Joél Robuchon, 

Jeanseaume doesn’t quite buy the no- 
tion that Australia will surpass the Eu- 
ropean markets, but he believes the next 
five years will be especially fruitful for 
the country’s truffle trade. “Plantations 
in Australia are still very young?’ he say 
“Give them some time and their volume 
increase.” The Aussies are more bull- 
“Give us five years and we'll be No.2,” 
says Nigel Wood of the Australian Truffle 
Growers Association, That’sa lot of sunken 
treasure to dig up.

concH x: That changed me dramati- 
cally. We had gone to seven semifi- 
nals in nine years, and that level of 
success makes seasons longer. You 
play longer than everybody else and 
it shortens your off-season. You're 
not really prepared for that level 
of success, so I got knocked back. I 
had a back problem, but I thought I 
perman and came back too 
quickly. So I reevaluated everything, 
got counseling and did my program 
differently from that point on. 




















What were some of the major changes? 
coacs x: | didn’t micromanage as 
much. And I made sure that I got 
accustomed to having people say no 
for me when no was the right answer 
instead of being pressured to say yes. 





Coach Meyer, does that ring true for 
you, too? 

COACH MEYER: Well, ironically Coach 
K.was gracious enough to reach out 
tome when I was in Tampa. I'll never 
forget that day. To be able to hav 
a guy like that reach out to me and 
then [retired NFL coach] Dick Ver- 
meil—two guys who are obviously 
at the height of their profession. 
It's not uncommon. Mine was all di 
rectly related to health. We won two 
championships and we created th 
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then you have to feed 
it, And I could not shut 
things off. I'm a workout guy and 
ost all that, and a friend of mine 
passed away [Northwestern football 
coach Randy Walker] and I was hav- 
ing these chest pains for three years 
without getting the proper diagnosis.

Now, what you don't change are the 
values you try to teach, whether they 
be trust, courage, loyalty, honesty, all 
those things. You look for kids who 
will identify with those values, but 
you try to communicate those values 
in how you teach them, according to 
the culture that they're accustomed 
to. And they need to adapt to your 
culture, too, and so adapting is huge

of it, but it worked out. They had 
great careers and they moved on. My 
son plays baseball and football and 
he played grade school basketball. 
I'ma big proponent of that. I do see 
burnout at times. By the time they 
get to high school, year-round play- 
ers can be alittle burnt, so you watch 
that carefully. But in recruiting, we 
want to recruit the best player pos- 
sible. If he’s a one-sport guy, I don’t 
look at that too much, but a great 
way to evaluate a guy in January is to 
go watch him play basketball, watch 
him compete.

The business of sport changes, as well. 
Coach K, one of the things you used 
to expect is that all of your players 
would graduate, and now you've won 
a national championship with play- 
ers who will go immediately to the 
National Basketball Association draft 
after their freshman season. 

coacu x: You'll find that in many 
of the really good universities, not 
every kid graduates anymore. There 
are people who start companies after 
their sophomore year. So it’s not just 
sports that have changed, its our so- 
ciety. Success for younger people at 
ahigh level is more prevalent than it 


























was before. The established road to 
success was four yearsin college anda 
degree. It’s still a great road, but there 
are other roads. And as long as they're 
doing their academic work and being 
good kids while they're here—and 
that expectation of success has never 
changed—there have been roads that 
have been added and we'll try to lead 
them down those roads. 








Coach Meyer, have your expectations 
changed for your athletes 
concn meveR: Not at all. What has 
changed is that I want to make sure 
all the resources are out there for 
them to make an educated, quality 
decision, and that’s where I spend all. 
my time. I hope every player we have 
has that decision to make, because 
that means we're really good. But I 
also see guys make mistakes, because 
Isee them listen to, you know, I call 
them “third uncles.” Those people 
who have no business giving insight 
oropinion but they do anyway. So the 
good thing is that if it’sa good person 
froma good family, they're gonna call. 
a general manager, and we're gonna 
callacouple coaches I know and we're 
going to help this young man make a 
right decis 














You mentioned the third uncles 
There's a cottage industry of camps 
and consultants and shoe salesmen 
that has sprung up around both of 
your sports. As you two have become

feelat all complicit in the industry that 
has grown up around your sports? 
concn meyer: | don’t see a lot of 
that. We did for a minute with 7 on 
7 Amateur Athletic Union leagues].

The ideal of amateurism is evolving 
rapidly. Do you think college players 
deserve to be compensated in a more 
direct way than just ascholarship and 
room and board? 

coacn K: They are being compen- 
sated with more than that now. In 
the last couple of years—especially 
since the five power conferences 
have taken a much more prominent 
role in the decision-making—you are 
able to provide a lot more than that 
for NCAA players. It’s moved in the 
right direction with things like cost 
of attendance [a new NCAA provision 
where athletes can receive either a 
$2,000 of $4,000 stipend in addition 
to their scholarship]. And what is 
the definition of amateurism? You 
know, if you use the 1950s definition, 
it’s outdated and it’s been outdated 
for awhile. 

coacH meveR: Coach K and I have 
different dilemmas here.

says, “Japan has whisky?” Oh, yeah, Japan has 
ky. It has international award-winning 
that, in recent years, have outstripped 
for medals and become a bit of a global 
cination. Not surprising when you consider 

it is also the home of Suntory, the world’s third- 

largest spirits company (owner of Jim Beam, 

Maker's Mark, the Macallan and so many other 
brands), which traces its domination back to Japan's first whisky distillery in ahumble 
town just outside of Osaka, Though it can't claim centuries of heritages other whisky 
cultures in the world, it does claim as its driving force a cultivated passion rooted in 
that beautiful push to create perfection. 

Once you dip into the idea of Japanese whisky, you could track down all of the 
hard-to-find brands and curate your home bar with boutique bottles from auction 
sites—and, of course, you could sip your way through many bars stateside (where 
you might find bartenders who call it “fake Scotch”), but I found the best way to 
understand Japanese whisky is to visit the distilleries themselves. 

Begin at the beginning. Yamazaki is the first whisky distillery in Japan, built in 
1923. The train from Osaka let us off in a town square of a small village. There's no hint 
that Suntory’s prime distillery is a short walk down the small residential road. And the 
grandeur that hits you when you arrive really comes more from towering green hills 
rolling with misty clouds and graceful bamboo than any corporate company swag. 

Yamazaki's 2013 Single Malt Sherry Cask whisky was named the best in the world 
last year, and our tour was a lesson in the innovations and techniques that the brand 
has cultivated over the years to become the finest. We were led past copper pot stills of 
all different shapes and sizes—a variance that produces diverse flavors that are tasted, 
tested and blended by the masters of the brand, We stepped into a massive barrel room 
with thousands of aging casks made of Spanish, American and Japanese oak. Heading 
back to the tasting room, we walked through the deeply lush grounds that share space 
with a Shinto temple and learned that this site was chosen back in the 1920s because 
of the water: The confluence of three rivers, combined with the natural balance of 
humidity and mist, makes beautiful whisky. What Yamazaki wants you to understand 








































is that though it is relatively young 
and often compared to Scotch whisky, 
itsbottles are of this place and utterly 
themselves: Singular, unsmoky, el- 
egant, bold whiskies of Japan. 

Our next stop was the Nikka 
Yoichi distillery in the north, just 
outside of Sapporo. Masataka Taket- 
suru, the man who founded Nikka, is 
generally thought of as the father of 
Japanese whisky. In fact, there has 
been a nationally televised mini- 
series called Massan, which dramati- 
cally tells the story of how Taketsuru 
went to Scotland in 1918 to learn 
the craft, fell in love with a stately 
woman named Rita and returned 
to Japan with her to bring Scottish 
whisky traditions to his homeland. 

‘Taketsuru was part of the original 
team at Yamazaki, but he left to build 
this distillery in Yoichi because he 
believed that the climateand environ- 
mental conditions of the Hokkaido 
region were similar to Scotland and 
the most ideal for crafting the kinds 
of traditional whiskies he wanted to 
make.

ithin seconds of arriving in Costa Rica, you'll hear orsee 
the phrase “pura vida,” whether it’s ona T-shirt or spo- 
ken by local. The words translate directly as “pure li 
Amore apt translation, though, is “full of life,” which 
captures the spirit of the rugged, rain-forested Central 
American country famed for its abundant wildlife, beautiful 
Caribbean and Pacific beaches and the sort of adventure tour- 
ism that such a diverse landscape supports. ‘The people, who 
call themselves “Ticos” and “Ticas,” have a deserved reputation 
as one of the friendliest, most welcoming populaces in the 
world, No wonder couples, families and adventure travelers all 
come here seeking sun, serenity and back-to-nature escapes. 
Add in the fact that all this goes down ina country committed 
to ecotourism and sustainability, and you've got the makings 
ofa truly memorable journey. 

Before heading into the lush landscape, many visitors start 
out in the capital city of San José (locals call it “Chepé"), where 
the colonial mansions of the Barrio Amén neighborhood mix 
with more contemporary architecture downtown. It’s a good 
place to get grounded in Costa Rican history via the fami 
ly-friendly National Museum, located inside the old Bellav 
fortress, which details the country’s civil war, nonmilitary 
stance and environmental stewardship. The Pre-Columbian 
Gold Museum shows off a dazzling trove of historic treasures, 
contemporary art and historical currency in a vaultlike space. 
Other attractions include the 1897 National Theatre, with its 
columned, neoclassic fagade and lush marble-clad lobby, and

But the nature beyond the urban bustle is what lures most 
visitors to this happy place. Costa Rica’s 12 microclimates vary 
m volcanic zones such as Arenal to the cool cloud forests of 
Monteverde and bird-rich San Gerardo de Dota. Add jungles, 
golden beaches and dry forests plus a perpetually mild climate, 
andit’s no surprise that the country boasts 5 percent of the 
world’s existing biodiversity. You'll discover it via protected 
wetlands, biological reserves and refuges, plus a whopping 26 
national parks. Top parks include Corcovado National Park, 
the last great tract of tropical rain forest in Pacific Central 
America, home to scarlet macaws, giant anteaters and Baird’s 
tapirs, and remote Tortuguero National Park, where turtles 
(including the endangered green turtle) nest on golden beaches 
and birds, otters and fish can be spotted in an extensive net- 
work of freshwater creeks and lagoons. 

Anarray of ecolodges, high-end hotels and guesthouses 
cater to couples and families. Options range from beachfront 
luxury, such as the Four Seasons Resort Costa Rica at Pen- 
insula Papagayo in Guanacaste to high-in-the-mist getaway 
Monteverde Cloud Forest Lodge. They're all great jumping-off 
points—sometimes quite literally—for thrill-seeking activities 
that areas varied as the terrain 

One of the most heart-pumping experiences? Zip-lining 
through forest canopies, safely strapped in and armed witha 
camera for awesome photo ops. Other thrills include paraglid-

ing in areas such as Manuel Antonio National Park, Papagayo 
and the Nicoya Peninsula. On glides near the Pacific coast, 
there's potential for views of marine life such as dolphins and 
whales. 

Pristine rivers and coastlines on the Caribbean and Pacific 
assure diverse water sports, from snorkeling and diving 
(watch for sea turtles and jumbo schools of fish) to boating 
and kayaking, The beaches of the northwestern Guanacaste 
region—Playa Naranjo, Playa Nosara, Playa Langosta and oth- 
ers—boast ideal surfing waves and classes to teach you how to 
master them, For less-daring travelers and families, kayaking, 
swimming, snorkeling and simply soaking up rays on the sand 
are other options. And on Costa Rica’s 20 rivers, travelers can 
partake in lazy floats or action-packed trips through rapids, 
particularly on the Pacuare River, which winds its way through 
arain forest region full of toucans, sloths and hauntingly beau- 
tiful blue morpho butterflies. 

Backroads, mountain trails and cattle paths throughout 
the country attract bikers, hikers and trekkers. Cyclists can 
book multiday trips through tour operators; t's also easy to 
rent bikes in regions such as Guanacaste and Arenal, where 
many pathsare easy enough for kids to come along for the 
view-filled ride, Mountain bikers can explore the soaring 
mountains of Talamanca and there are less-strenuous routes in 
the valleys and plains along the Caribbean and Pacific coasts. 

Hikers and climbers also find terrain ranging in difficulty 
from kid-friendly to challenging. Caribbean-fronted Cahuita

National Park boasts flat, well-kept trails through lowland 
forests where you'll encounter howler monkeys; Corcovado Na- 
tional Park offers more challenging territory, but the rewards 
for getting your boots dirty include old-growth wet forests, 
mangrove swamps and potential views of harpy eagles, macaws 
and even jaguars. A variety of guiding companies lead multi- 
day trips that incorporate hiking and other outdoor recreation. 

Costa Rica's rivers can sometimes be wild and its moun- 
tains high, but families still discover good-for-all-ages fun. 

ing and hiking, other options include horseback 
riding, river fishing and nature trails where you can get face 
to face with the country’s four monkey species: howler, spider, 
squirrel and white-faced capuchin (just hold onto your picnic’). 
You can also spot nesting turtles—from a safe distance—in 
July and August, when you'll have an 85 percent chance of 
witnessing a nesting. These kinds of up-close-and-personal 
experiences with wildlife prove to be the stuff memories—and 
great vacation pics—are made of. 

Behindall the exploring and natural glory, Costa Rica 
remains firmly committed to ecotourism and the environ- 
ment,a major commitment in a small country with such rich 
iversity and marine life. Costa Rica's goal to be the first 
carbon-neutral country in the world by 2021 means sustainable 
practices are embedded in everything from hotels to the local 
cuisine (lots of local fruit at breakfast and home-raised chick- 
nin the national dish of gallo pinto). It’sa recipe for a vacation 
that’s both a good time and good for the planet.

DRAFT (abeer aficionados’ magazine) have flung 
laurels in Des Moines’ direction. The city—often 
considered the crossroads of the country because 
of its locale right where I-80 and I-35 meet—has 
garnered a collection of national nods and its 
many spots on many “best of” lists are impressive 
and growing. 

That's no accident, according to Des Moines 
mayor Frank Cownie. Starting about a decade 
ago, he says, “the city said, What do we need to 
doin Des Moines to make it better?” The answer 
boiled down to one basic tenet: collaboration. 

‘The city’s main question was, Cownie says, 
“How can we collaborate with the business com- 
munity and focus our efforts together to figure 
out how to make it a good place for businesses 
and keep it attractive for young people? That col- 
laboration has made Des Moines what it is.” 

And what itis, isa thriving, growing 
business climate with enough quality-of-life 
amenities to attract and keep a productive work- 
force. Since 2011, Des Moines has been included 
in 12 of Forbes’ lists of best-of rankings, including 
spots as the No. 2 city for business and careers 
and one of the three best cities in which to start 
abusiness. 

Des Moines also got a nod from Forbes as the 
No. city for young professionals.

I's 
famous as an insurance, financial and biosci- 
ence hub, but the metropolitan area is also home 
to media giant Meredith Corporation; Hy-Vee, 
ahome-grown chain of more than 235 grocery 
stores in eight states; and manufacturing facili- 
ties such as John Deere. 

For travelers coming to do business (as well 
as casual visitors), the Des Moines International 
Airport offers easy ins and outs, with 19 nonstop 
destinations. Starting September 1, Delta Air 
Lines will offera nonstop flight from Des Moines 
to Salt Lake City. Most passengers leaving Des 
Moines head west, according to the airport’s ex- 
ecutive director, Kevin Foley, and the new route 
will help streamline their travel. 

Assistant city manager Matt Anderson says 
these kinds of quality-of-life features are part of 
what makes Des Moines a great city for business 
and for millennial

The Sophistication of Science 

‘Though it’s true that lowa is inextricably tied to 
agriculture and its rural heritage, the uninitiated 
might be surprised at the sophisticated research 
and development in bioscience happening in and 
around its capital cit 

Kemin Industries is a bioscience company 
that makes nutrition-boosting ingredients for 
both animals and people. Five hundred employ- 
ees in lowa help create more than 500 produc 
that are used in 90 countries. Kemin’s president 
and CEO, Chris Nelson, says the company is try- 
ing to meet the future head-on with its research 
and development. “A lot of basic science develop- 
ment in feeding the world is done here,” he says, 
adding that there are three key driving factors. 

“One: By 2050, the world will have 9 billion 
people to feed. Current levels of production won't 
feed that many. Two: Climate change. The ag and 
farming communities recognize it asa reality 
and they need new technologies to deal with it. 
And three: Sustainability. We need to deal with 
the things that affect climate change. 

“That's the challenge we put in front of 
ourselves,” he says. “My vision is to touch one 
half of the people in the world every day with 
our products” 

Another major bioscience business headquar- 
tered in the Des Moines metro area is DuPont 
Pioneer, which produces advanced seeds for 
agriculture. “The essence of what we dois to de- 
velop seed products and services, locally adapted 
for farmers around the world, to increase global 
grain production,” says DuPont Pioneer presi- 
dent Paul Schickler.

Des Moines’ hard-working and well-educated 
workforce is widely appreciated by CEOs, and the 
higher education institutions deserve alot 
of credit for that. 

Drake University, founded in 1881, just hired 
anew president, Marty Martin, who took up his 
post July 1, He has already discovered the allure 
of the school's hometown, “I've lived all over the 
country and in two cities outside the country and 
Des Moines is as vibrant and civic-minded a city 
as any I've encountered,” he says 

His students are also civic-minded. Mar- 
tin says that during the 201314 school year 
alone, they gave 233,000 hours of service to the 
community. The school is also a major economic 
player—to the tune of about $267 million of eco- 
nomic impact annually. The school draws most 
of its students from out of state, and though 30 
percent of them are from lowa, many stay in 
state after graduating—35 percent of the 2013 
graduating class stayed put. “That’s a huge influx 
of talent and skill,” Martin says, “anda lot of the 
credit goes to the vibrancy of this community.” 

Drake’s board of trustees has also impressed 
Martin, “We have so many business leaders and 
it’s clear that they are all in for this city. They all 
understand that their success is tied into Des 
Anewly launched certificate 
program for private-sector executives will imbue 
new generations of leaders with the same knowl- 
edge; the first program cohort started in August.

> Every four years, just as the presiden- 

tial campaign season picks up, Des Moines 
primes itself for the national spotlight. 
After all, this is where candidates and the 
media base themselves as they canvas Iowa 
in advance of the Iowa caucuses, the coun- 
try’s first real reading of the presidential 
race. But Des Moines is so much more than 
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a political testing ground: It has a culture of 
creativity that'll stick around long after the last 
candidates leave—and it’s never been stronger. 


Artful Environs 

Easily the top city sight on the Instagram 
charts, the world-class John and Mary Pappa- 
john Sculpture Park packs a major punch with 
pieces by 22 renowned artists, all donated by the 
Pappajohns, including the nearly three-story- 
high Nomade by Jaume Plensa. That sculpture’s 
commanding presence has made it an icon for 
the city; meandering paths connect it with other 
crowd favorites by Louise Bourgeois, Willem de 
Kooning and Yoshitomo Nara. The park was cre- 
ated ina partnership between the Pappajohns, 
the city and the Des Moines Art Center, located 
just west of downtown in verdant Greenwood 
Park. The center’s focus on art from the 20th 
century through today has helped it build a 
beautifully curated collection. 

“Des Moines has a history of expecting 
excellence and participating on a global level, 
whether in business or education or the arts,” 
ing, director of the Des Moines 
1.“And it’s made this city a great place 
tolive, work and visit.” 

Initially founded by the center but nowa 
standalone production, the Des Moines Art 
Festival, the single-largest art event in town, 
brings some 200 artists and 200,000-plus 
visitors to the city every June.

“It’s definitely one of the major trends we've seen 
over the last decade or so,” says Alex Chisholm, director 
of statistical analysis for the GMAC. “I use data to help 
schools understand what’s going on in the marketplace 
and one thing that we've noticed is definitely this rise 
in specialized MBAs.” 

‘The specializations that business schools offer and.

award a traditional MBA with customizable options— 
something akin to majors at an undergraduate level. 
Others opt fora heavier concentration in a single di 
cipline or even dual degree programs, combining the 
MBA with MS, MD, or JD degrees, 

Chisholm points to three coinciding factors that 
have contributed to the rise in specialized programs in 
recent years: student demand, the need for universities 
to differentiate themselves and employer need. 


‘The MBA continues to provide a solid return on invest- 
ment and the perceived and real value of the degree 
remains high. It seems, though, that there is a change 
in students’ interest in studying the core courses that 
are the hallmark of the degree. 

In 2014, QS Intelligence Unit surveyed 5,604 MBA. 
applicants for ToepMBA.com. The survey found that, 
while core MBA subjects such as finance and strategy 
remain popular, both have declined in popularity (5.2 
percent and 7.2 percent, respectively) since 2012. 
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‘Taking into consideration the business paradigm 
of the 21st century and the increasingly diverse MBA 
applicant pool, the study concludes that the results 
aren’t surprising. 

“The knowledge economy is creating outsi 
demand for those with hard-to-replicate skills,” says 
Mark Chun, interim associate dean for executive 
programs and executive education at the Pepperdine 
University G dio School of Business and Manage- 
ment, which offers students opportunities to specializ. 
in various disciplines across a spectrum of programs, 
from MBAs and EMBAs to nondegree programs for ex- 
perienced executives. “Like a utility player in baseball 
who can cover many positions, generalists have an im- 
portant role within any organization. However, there 
are professionals with prized skills whose specialized 
expertise makes them invaluable.” 

At Purdue University’s Krannert School of Manage- 
ment, students can choose to pursue a traditional MBA 
with added areas of concentrations—called options. 
Michelle Hadley, associate director of MBA and MS. 
student recruiting, sees specializing as a way for stu- 
dents to stand out, something to set themselves apart 
from the pack. 

“{There’s} student demand for personalization,” 
she says. “Students are looking for a way to make 
themselves a more attractive commodity within their 
marketplace.” 


Getting hired fresh out of an MBA program is great (63 
percent of full-time, two-year graduates received an of- 
fer prior to graduation, according to GMAC), but today’s 
future business leaders aren’t solely focused on the 

‘Terry Nelidov is managing director at the University 
of Michigan’s Erb Institute for Global Sustainable En- 
terprise.

‘The Erb Institute's mission is to use the power of 
business to create a sustainable world. The institute has 
been successful in this for nearly two decades, though 
in recent years Nelidov has noted a shift in business and 
student culture as the current generation of would-be 
business leaders filters through Erb. 

“You heara lot of discussion of the millennials now?” 
he says. “It's the first generation entering the profession- 
al world demanding sustainability in their work.” 

Millennials, he notes, crave work with purpose. They 
want more than just ajob, they want to positively influ- 
ence their world; they crave community at work and 
want to seea rapid and direct link between what they do 
and real social change. 

“It's no longer enough for them to have a traditional 
MBA,” says Nelidov. “They want an MBA with impact.” 
















































Consider Marianna Kerppola. The 30-year-old, who 
will graduate from the Erb Institute in 2016, worked at 
Nationwide Insurance and Google before she opted to 
enroll in Michigan’s dual MBA/MS in sustainability. 

“Itseemed like it was more than just getting the 
degree, it was truly gaining an expertise—and more 
importantly, a personal brand for dealing with the com- 
plex problems in our society today,” she says. 

Inher first two years at Erb, Kerppola launched 
anonline marketplace for clothing made with dignity 
and started a campus organization aimed at female 
entrepreneurs. In her final year, she plans to dive 
deeper into sectors outside of retail in her search for 
sustainable solutions to what she calls “the tough 
issues in business.” 

“On paper, none of these things seems connect- 
ed, but I’m not unique in the Erb program,” she says. 
“We're all extraordinarily curious and have a broad 
range of ideas about how we might make an impact in 
the world.” 





In the vast landscape of graduate-level business pro- 
grams worldwide, universities also are trying to set 


themselves apart and attract top students by offering 
the personalization they crave. 

New York University’s Stern School of Business has 
one of the largest menus of MBA specializations among 
the top MBA programs. Students can select from a list 
of more than 20 specializations that includes every- 
thing from business analytics to luxury marketing to 
global business. 

“What we emphasize with our academic approach is 
flexibility,” says Isser Gallogly, assistant dean of MBA 
admissions at New York University. “We're really about 
letting the student customize the program to exactly 
what they want to achieve.” 

AtStern, full-time students primarily take required 
core MBA courses in their first year (though there is 
flexibility to take electives). During year two, students 
can choose to add up to three specializations to dive 
deeper into particular subject areas of interest. 

Gallogly notes that Stern’s specialization options 
ensure that students are prepared for more traditional 
careers in finance, but also can easily move into 
specialized sectors—some that didn’t even exist a 
decade ago.

“The program is really market-driven,” says Suresh 
Chand, professor, Louis A. Weil Jr. Chair of Manage- 
ment and associate dean of graduate studies at Kran- 
nert. “We got a sense from the recruiters and students 
and we also looked at what’s happening in Europe— 
where most programs are one-year MBAs—and we real- 
ly wanted to be in that space.

As the marketplace continues to drive innovation 
and diversification, businesses are looking for workers 
specifically trained to meet new and emerging demands. 

“As good as the general management skills are, there 
are sometimes these macroshifis that occur where core 
skills are perceived to help businesses the most,” says 
Chisholm.*You have these trendy things that keep 
coming up.
